Ann also suggested that the UC inform the Eq.s case officers that 
handle Ukrainian projects of forthtoming changes of personnel and 
policy so that they can be prepared for questions on the part of the 
contract agents. She sdso suggested a better coordination as fax 
as the use of pspedonyms was concerned so that the case officers 
are not needlessly embarrassed. about. 

Other suggestions included the possibility of the oBEi informing 
each of the other offices when a case officer is planning to meet 
one of the contract agents. The case officer may be able to perform
